Payment plan 
will help town- 
ship residents 
hook up to new 
sewer system

BOYNE CITY--Boyne 
City Commissioners ap- 
proved a payment sched- 
ule to help township 
residents with the fees as- 
sociated with hooking up 
to the new sewer system 
being installed this fall at 
the August 25 meeting. 

After hearing requests 
from Eveline Township 
residents to spread out 
fees required to hook up to 
the new sewer system that 
will run from within the 
village limits out to Som- 
merset Pointe. City Man- 
ager Michael Cain 
presented two payment 
proposals to the commis- 
sion for consideration. 
The commissioners ap- 
proved payments for the 
$10,000 reserve fee to be 
paid over the period of 10 
years. An annual rate of 
4% interest will be 
charged and it will only be 
available to the first 55 res- 
idents who pay all other 
fees and sign up by Sep- 
tember 8. “I understand 
that it’s a large amount of 
money to come up with in 
a short time It’s also a ben- 
efit that’s become avail- 
able,” said Commissioner 
Laura Sansom. 

The second reading of a 
proposed ordinance deal- 
ing with city parks and the 
Veteran’s Park Pavilion 
was held and changes 
were approved. Certain 
sections of the city’s Code 
of Ordinances were not 
updated with the rest of 
the code book and some of 
the park ordinances were 
not consistent with how 
the parks are used these 
days.

DNR sends firefighters to western states 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
has sent 17 firefighters to 
help battle wildfires in Cali- 
fornia, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana and Oregon. 

The firefighters serve in 
various capacities as part of 
incident management 
teams, including fire-line 
management, public infor- 
mation responsibilities, and 
heavy equipment bosses 
and operators. 

Seven of the 17 firefight- 
ers are from Upper Penin- 
sula DNR offices, while the 
remaining 10 are from of- 
fices in lower Michigan. Six 
of these employees are 
manning two fire engines, 


which were sent from 
Michigan to Montana Tues- 
day. 

“Cooperative efforts are 
key to protecting people, 
property and resources 
statewide as well as nation- 
ally,” said Paul Kollmeyer, 
DNR resource protection 
section manager. “We are 
proud that our firefighters 
have the necessary skills to 
assist with emergency situ- 
ations in other states.” 

Kollmeyer said that while 
DNR firefighters are provid- 
ing assistance out west, 
Michigan remains staffed in 
the event an incident 
should start here at home. 

Because of Michigan’s 


national cooperative agree- 
ment, the DNR received 
fire-suppression assistance 
from other states, federal 
agencies and the Great 
Lakes Forest Fire Compact 
during critical incidents. 

Last month, the Wiscon- 
sin Department of Natural 
Resources sent firefighters 
to help Michigan DNR and 
local volunteer fire depart- 
ments battle the County 
Road 601 fire that blackened 
80 acres in Marquette 
County. 

Earlier in July, 14 fire- 
fighters from the Michigan 
DNR were sent to Alaska 
and Manitoba to help aid 
fire suppression efforts. 


The DNR will continue to 
provide assistance to the 
national fire efforts while 
fire conditions remain criti- 
cal. When sent on out-of- 
state assignments, the state 
of Michigan is fully reim- 
bursed for all costs associ- 
ated with the support. 

So far this year, the DNR 
has provided suppression 
on 318 wildfires in Michi- 
gan, which burned 2,873 
acres.

HORTON BAY - There's an in- 
credibly beautiful and fragrant 
“peace of wonderful property” 
tucked away right here in north- 
ern Michigan that locals don't 
tend to notice much but others 
from across the state, the country 
and even around the world come 
to experience. 

Lavender Hill Farms is just that 
place and can be found along Hor- 
ton Bay Road, not far from Boyne 
City, roughly eight miles south- 
west of Petoskey and three miles 
south off of US 131. 

Years ago, farm owners Linda 
and Roy Longworth fell in love 
with the many uses of the laven- 
der plant enough to travel the 
world and research how to grow 
it. 

They were delighted to discover 
lavender thrives in both northern 
and southern hemispheres at the 
45th parallel, taking precise aim 
at the parcel of land the couple in- 
tended to buy near Horton Bay. 

The natural limestone deposits 
that are commonly found in 
northern Michigan further bring 
the soil Ph quality on the Horton 
Bay land to a perfect point 7 out 
of the 6 to 8 Ph points that are rec- 
ommended for optimal lavender 
growth. 

Happy about that prognosis, the 
Longworths purchased their farm 
back in 2003 and after grooming 
the land and making other neces- 
sary preparations, they planted 
fields of lavender and were ready 
to open for business the following 
year. 

Now, more than 10 years later, 
Lavender Hill Farms is home to 
some 14,000 thriving lavender 
plants in some 30 different vari- 
eties and a gift shop featuring 
myriad products from all that its 
annual summer harvest brings. 

But it doesn't really matter 
which variety you like best, or 
even how you like to use it, says 


beauty of its rolling hills. 


played in a vase, dried to use for a 
sachet or steeped for tea, or made 
into an oil for lotion or soap, 
lavender seems to bring everyone 
to the same, happy place. 


There are plenty of places set up on the grounds of Lavender Hill Farms for visitors to rest and relax and contemplate the

peace,” she said, “Only it's not 
just a beautiful plant that smells 
wonderful. People have been 
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Lavender is also looked upon as 
an antiseptic with antibacterial 
and anti-inflammatory qualities, 
she said, adding that it enhances 
the immune system and has cell 
regenerative properties. 

According to information dis- 
tributed at the farm, lavender was 
first recognized for having those 
qualities during WWII when 
Great Britain used lavender oil 
distilled from country gardens as 
an antiseptic in field surgeries. It 
also found a reputation in France 
when it was discovered that many 
who survived the plague worked 
in lavender fields. Those workers 
also had a lower incidence of tu- 
berculosis than others in the 
country. 

Back at their farm in Horton 
Bay, Michigan, the Longworths 
focused on growing and using the 
lavender from their fields for a 
wide variety of products, most all 
of which are locally crafted and 
sold at their Lavender Hill Farms 
gift shop. 

McGuire said it has always 
been top priority for the Long- 
worths to fuel their lavender busi- 
ness by local artisans and 
everything they sell is made in 
Michigan. 

Linda Longworth herself 
makes some of the products, in- 


using it for thousands of years.” 
McGuire explained the use 
lavender can be documented as 
far back as Biblical times. She 
said it has long been commonly 
used in cooking, for cleaning and

Circuit Court hands down sentences 


Zachary Dustin Frey, 
22, of East Jordan was 
sentenced to 90 months 
to 22 % years in prison 
for having sex with a 14 
year old victim earlier 
this year. Frey was on 
probation for a similar 
charge at the time of 
these offenses. Accord- 
ing to an affidavit filed 
in the case, Frey used a 
cellphone that he was 
prohibited from using 
while on probation to 
set up various social 
media accounts to find 


and entice young victims. On July 24, 
2015, Frey pleaded guilty to Criminal 
Sexual Conduct, Third Degree, Using a 
Computer to Commit a Crime, Accost- 
ing a Minor and violation of the Sex Of- 
fender Registration Act. 

The sentence above was on the CSC, 
Third charge. He received 48 months to 
10 % years on the computer crime of- 
fense; 24 months to 6 years on the ac- 
costing; and 24 months to 6 years on the 
SORA violation. All of the sentences

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Poll: nine out of 10 Americans want to keep school meals healthy 


A new national survey 
commissioned by the W.K. 
Kellogg Foundation 
(WKKF) shows that people 
in the United States over- 
whelmingly support cur- 
rent efforts to keep school 
meals healthy.

The poll also surveyed 
views on farm to school 
programs, which bring food 
from local farms into 
school cafeterias and teach 
children about nutrition. 
Nearly 90 percent of those 
surveyed strongly support 
or somewhat support in- 
creasing government fund- 
ing for farm to school 
programming. 

"Kids eat what they know 


—and today more than 23 
million students are learn- 
ing about healthy food and 
local farms in the class- 
room and cafeteria through 
farm to school activities," 
said Anupama Joshi, exec- 
utive director of the Na- 
tional Farm to School 
Network. "Farm to school 
not only has a significant 
impact on building a gener- 
ation of healthy eaters, but 
also creates economic op- 
portunities for farmers and 
support vibrant communi- 
ties. It is so exciting to see 
the broad public support 
for this win-win approach." 

The survey showed 
strong support for healthy 
practices both in and out of 
school settings. 

Nine out of 10 people sur- 
veyed said the federal rec- 


ommendations known as 
the Dietary Guidelines for 
Americans should promote 
water as a preferred bever- 
age choice.

Celiac disease is a digestive con- 
dition resulting from the consump- 
tion of gluten. Celiac disease 
impacts nearly 1 percent of Ameri- 
cans, more than 2 million persons. 

Gluten is found in foods contain- 
ing wheat, barley or rye. Bread, 
pasta, and cookies containing 
wheat, barley or rye have gluten. 
Gluten is also found in many unex- 
pected places, like salad dressing 
and vitamins. Persons with celiac 
disease who eat foods containing 
gluten experience an immune reac- 
tion in their small intestines, as the 
body attempts to digest the food. 
This immune reaction causes dam- 
age to the small intestines and 
leads to an inability to absorb some 
nutrients.

intestines is lined with tiny, hair- 
like projections called villi. These 
villi absorb the nutrients from food 
and supply these as needed 
throughout the body. Celiac dis- 
ease results in damage to the villi, 
impairing the ability of the small 
intestines to utilize nutrients. Nu- 
trients are eliminated from the 
body instead of being absorbed. 
Symptoms of celiac disease in- 
clude abdominal pain, diarrhea and 
bloating. Less obvious symptoms 
are anemia, joint pain, muscle 
cramps, skin rash and mouth sores. 
The causes of celiac disease are un- 
known. It appears to run in fami- 
lies, so if a relative has been 
diagnoses with the disease, there is 
an increased likelihood of close rel- 
atives contracting celiac disease. 
Untreated celiac disease is associ- 
ated with a significantly higher risk
